Bland Against the Field. 

But the very fact that Bland showed so 
much strength naturally put all the other 
candidates and their friends against him. 

The conference not only included the mem- 
bers of the National committee of the Bi- 
metallic League, but also the steering com- 
mitteé appointed last Friday and consisting 
of one member from each free silver dele- 
gation. This committee was appointed for 
the purpose of reperting to this conference 
thé wishes and desires of the delegates 
whom they represented, anf when they were 
called upon to report on the matter of a gen- 
eral caucus a curious state of affairs was dis- 
closed. 

Senator Turpie, for instance, representing 
Indiana and the Matthews boom, said 
that the Indiana delegates would not enter 
any such caucus. They were instructed by 
their State convéntion to vote fot Gov. 
Matthews in the national convention and 
must obey those tnstructions. Senator Tur- 
pie, by the way, is suspected of nursing a 
Presidential. boom for himself, which such 
a@ calicus would destroy. But that is an- 
other story. 

Then C. W. Walsh of Iowa, who repre- 
sents the Boles boom and who is known in 
his’ heart to oppose any such caucus, sur- 
prised everybody by saying the Boles people

} reguits. The only explanation of this was 
that the Boies people did not like to make 
any exhibition of weakness by fighting such 
@ caucus and were depending on some one 
to save them by defeating it after they had 
agreed to it. 

The savior came along at once in the per- 
son of Goy. Altgeld of Illinois, who immedi- 
ately took the ground that such a caucus 
would be a mistake. He said the only way 
to nominate a Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency wae in open convention, and made 
an eloquent speech about how the free silver 
people cotld be depended upon to stand by 
their principles and defeat the machination 
of the hated gold bugs. | 


Altgeld’s Eye-Opener. 


This was an eye-opener to the Bland peo- 
le, who had defied Altgeld in the morning 
or his delivery of the Illinois vote to their 
¢andidate, and they began to think that 
perhaps there was not so much in that 
delivery after all. It began to be generally 
understood ahout this time that the Illinois

Trouble Over Gold Men. 

There has been some trouble among the 
Iowa delegation over*the gold men. It was 
supposed on Sunday night that the majority 
of them had been “ conciliated.’’ But it ap- 
peared when the caucyps of the delegation 
was held yesterday morning that such is not 
the case. 

After the routine business of the caucus 
had been transacted, Delegate Stackhouse 
of the First District, who, by the way, isa 
revenue collector, started the fun by intro- 
ducing a resolution instructing the member 
of the committee of the convention on resolu- 
tion ¢rom Iowa to present the following res- 


olution: : | 

‘* Resolved, That we hold to the use of both 
gold and silver as the standard money of the 
country and the coinage of both gold and 
silver without discriminating against either 
metal or charge for mintage at such ratio 
as will maintain the parity between both 
metals, and we demand that all paper cur- 
rency shall be kept at par with and redeém- 
able in such coin.”’ 

The moment thé résolution was read Mr. 
Stackhouse was on his feet demanding ret- 
ognition. He said he wished to discuss the 
resolution and that he proposed to demanda 
roll-ecall to put the delégates or record. At 
once there were cries of ‘‘ Out of order,’’ 
‘Sit dawn,” and “*‘ Put him out,’’ but he 
stood his ground and demanded a right to be 
heard. 

Finally the cooler members of the dele- 
gation said it was but proper to allow him 
to talk, and he was allowed seven minutes 
for discussion of his resolution. 


Motion Is Tabled. 


His motion to adopt the resolution was 
seconded by T. M. Gobbie, his colleague from 
the First District. A motion was made to 
table the whole matter, which was carried 
by a vote of 22to4. The negative votes were 
cast by Delegates Stackhouse and Gobble of 
the First District and Wherry and Meyer of 
the Second. 

After the caucus Mr. Stackhouse  an- 
nounced that he would make a fight for hon- 
est money, as they had been instructed by 
the caucuses of their districts. The four 
sound money delegates, he said; would stand 
together in this matter. 

When asked in regard to the position the 
sound money delegates took concerning Gov. 
Boies’ candidacy Mr. Stackhouse said that 
they would not question the instructions of 
the Dubuque convention on that point. He 
said they were here simply to support an 
honest money plank in the platform. He 
added, however, that they would prefer Gov. 
Boiés to any other candidate mentioned, pro- 
vided he stood on the proper platform. 

The sound money men are in earnest fn 
their efforts to get the delegation upon rec- 
ord on the money question, and that is their 
entire purpose here. It developed yesterday 
afternoon that some of the other gold men 
are not working very earnestly for the can- 
didacy of Gov. Boles. 


Wear a Gold Badge. 


Such men as Senator Harper, Edward 
Hunter, Thomas Martin, and Nathaniel 
French, and a number of others were wear- 
ing a gold badge yesterday. It bore: the 
words: ‘*‘ Honest Money. Gold Standard. 
One Hundred Cents for One Dollar.” = 

Some of the supporters of Boies, however, 
are fearful that in order to secure his nomi- 
nation it may be necessary to get the vétes 
of the sound money men in the East. They 
figure that Boies has about 300 votes and 
that the gold standard men have about 300 
more, and these two interests combined will 
come within six votes of the nomination. 

It was admitted by some of the Boies men 
that a sort of an understanding had heen 
arrived at by which the sound money men 
will vote for Botes as soon as it appeared 
that their votes would nominate him. 

Late at night, however, it was stated at 
headquarters that the sound money men 
were more likely to support Stevenson than 
they were Boies, and one of Boies’ man- 
agers said he believed the nomination lies 
between those two.

Trouble for Bland. 

When the Missouri delegation met in for- 
mal conference yesterday, morning it was 
confranted by an unexpected. condition. 
The combined Bland opposition had prepared 
for an attack. The independent silver poli- 
ticlans had gone before Southérn delega- 
tions and earnestly besought them not to 
give the West a man who could notsecure 
the Populist support. John R. McLean and 
his Ohio delegation had organized to secure 
second place on the ticket, and from that 
quarter came a declaration of war unless

didate. 

Louisiana was disgruntled and disposed to 
be unruly. While Louisiana was holding 
out because of its local sugar issue there 
were those from other Southern delegations 
who doubted the advisability of nominating 
a man from a Southern State. Missouri did 
not secede, and Bland was never in the 
Confederate army. But the fact that Mis- 
sourl had sent soldiers to the South and 
had been represented in Congress by Con- 
federate soldiers and a Confederate Sena- 
tor was something which many of the 
Southern delegations feared from a political 
standpoint. 

There was still another new objection 
urged to Mr. Bland. Allen Thurman, of 
Ohio caused to be published an interview 
stating that Bland’s family was Catholic, 
and thet his nomination would arouse the 
oppogition of the American Protective As- 
sociation, Just how much damage such a 
Statement would do the Bland campaign 
was hot known, but it added another an- 
noying detail to match. 


Religious Rumor a Boomerang. 

It did not take long, however, for the mem- 
bers|' of the Bland Executive committee to 
discqyver that the A. P. A. objection had 
proved a boomerang. Bland is a Mason and 
a Knight Templar. It was impossible to 
make headway with the delegates on an 
A. P| A. issue when this fact became known. 
On the other hand, Catholic delegates in 
sevetal delegations who had been hesitating 
cam¢ to Bland’s support. This was especi- 
ally true of the Minnesota delegation, which 
contained no less than eight members of 
the (Catholic chufch. 

During the day a telegram was sent to Mr.

IN THE BIG CONVENTION BUILDING. 


Coliseum the Most Complete Structure 
Ever Offered Politicians in Chicago. 
When the convention is called to order 

this morning it will have gathered in the 

handsomest and most perfectly appointed 

building ever prepared in this city for a 

national assemblage of representatives of 

any political party, and it is doubtful if any- 
thing as complete in all details as is the 

Coliseum ever has been offered for conven- 

tion purposes in any other city. 

Work has been pushed with extreme vigor 
ince Saturday, and when the workmen 
qiwit last night everything was finished, not 
theNmost inconsequential detail having been 
overleoked. : 

As the delegates pass the doorkeepers they 
will find. themselves in a gigantic foyer the 
entire width of. the building and fully as 
lung as it fg wide, the north end of which is 
draped with, mammoth, flags. This is a 
canvas partitien and forms the south wall 
of that portion of the building in which the 
convention will be held. Half a dozen en- 
trances, conspicuously lettered, afford.a 
means of access by which holders of tickets 
for seats in the different sections may find 
their proper location without trouble or 
confusion. : 

The interior of the hall reflects credit on 
everybody who has had a hand in perfecting 
it for its present purpose, The first man to 
enter it will see a forest of chairs rising 
on three sides in amphitheater style around 
the level square in which the delegates will 
be seated. A peculiarity of the arrange- 
ment by which seats have been prepared 
for the delegates is the utter impossibility 
ef access to this square by any one lack- 
ing the proper privilege of being’ there, 
There are 960 seats for’ delegates, 
more than will be required. Fifteen thou- 
sand chairs will be given up to spectators. 

- The speakers’ platform is on the east side 


of the hall in exactly the middle of that por- 


tien of the building which will be used for 
convention purposes. On this platform there 
are 70 hairs, which will be occupied by 
‘“‘ disti: = .shed guests.”” All around this 
platfor:. everything looks neat and finished. 
The Chairman will do his walking on a 
handsome green carpet. During the brief 
moments he is permitted to sit he will rest 
himself in a big oaken office chair, uphol- 
stered in leather. 

At the immediate right and left of the pre- 
siding officer’s platform, but on a lower 
level, there are ninety-six seats for report- 
ers, making 192-on the east side of the hall. 
At the north and south ends there are pro- 
visions for 240 more workers. These ta- 
bles aré covered with white cotton cloth 
and draped alternately in the colors of the 
Union. 

Red, white, and blue bunting prevails 
nearly everywhere. The tight board fence 
separating the delegates from the alter- 
nates is covered with it, every iron beam 
and girder is draped with it, while from the 
ceiling, at frequent afd regular intervals,, 
depend immense flags;. some of them silk, 
others of bunting. Everything around the 
speaker’s platform is festooned with ever-

CALIFORNIA HAS A RAILWAY PLANK. 


It Indorses the Defeat of the Reilly 
Pacific Road Funding Bill. 
The California railroad issue ts to play its 
part in the convention, A plank which in- 
dorses the action of the Fifty-third Congress 
in defeating the Reilly Pacific railroad fund- 
ing bill will be presented to the Committee 
on Resolutions, and its incorporation in the 
platform asked for. There was talk of a 
plank committing the party against any plan 
for funding the Pacific railroad debts to the 
government, but the California men con- 
cluded that the chances of securing such a 
plank were smaller than for the less compre- 
hensive expression. 
The Fifty-third Congress was controlled 
by the Democrats and most of the votes cast 
against the Reilly bill in the House were by 
Democrats. For these reasons the Califor- 
nians argue that the convention should be 
willing to indorse the defeat of the bill. 
On the ether hand they expect some oppo- 
sition from Fastern members, because Con- 
gressman Reilly, the author of the bill, was 
a Pennsylvania Democrat, and it was sup- 
ported by most of the Eastern Democrats.

| JURY FINDS NO REASON FOR SUICIDE.

Tammany Braves Greeted by the Cook 
County Democratic Marching Club, 
Which Is Busy During the Day Giv- 

_ing the Glad Hand to Democrats

Pandemonium held high carnival in all the 
hotels yesterday. From early morning until 
late at night they were packed with a surg- 
ing mass of solid humanity whose shouts 
were frequently mingled with the music of 
bands and the cheers of the partisans of 
the respective candidates who marched in 
solid phalanxes behind them. 7 

There were many arrivals of marching 
clubs and delegations during the day, but 
the principal one was that of the Tammany 
delegation, which reached the Twelfth 
Street Depot at 11 o’clock in two special 
sections of five cars each. There were alto- 
gether 250 persons in the entire party, which 
comprised most of the leaders of this famous 
organization. Among the number were John 
C, Sheehan, the grand sachem of Tammany; 
Senator J. A. Cantor, Senator C. H. Gray, M. 
Fehkerson, Senator B. F. Martin, Senator G. 
B. McClellan, County Clerk Henry D. Bur- 
roy, ex-Judge James McQuade, ex-Judge 
Daniel F. McMann, Judge James O. Gorman, 
ex-District-Attorney Delancy Nichols, Sen- 
ator John A. Herne, Senator Sam J. Foley, 
Assemblyman W. Leonard, George W. Myer, 
and Daniel E, Finn. 

The party was met at the depot by the 
Cook County Democratic Marching club, and 
escorted to the quarters at the Auditorium.

He 
said, however, that Tammany stood upon 
the declaratidn of the Democratic State con- 
vention with reference to the financial ques- 
tion. He said he thought that was broad 
enough to bring Democrats together, and 
he did not despair that some compromise 
might yet be effected on the line suggested 
in the New York platform.

The annivefsary of American independ- 
ence was celebrated in the leading Europe- 
an cities with more than its customary 
brilliancy and enthusiasm. In London Mr. 
Bayard held a reception, at which three 
Americans of the Americans, Senator Hoar 
of Massachusetts, Henry Watterson of 
Kentucky, and Bourke Cockran of New 
York, were very much in evidence. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew would have filled out the 
quartet, but, alas, he was upon the ocean 
wave, though it is not to be doubted wher- 
ever he was in the wild waste of waters he 
let off firecrackers enough to tell the 
dolphins and mermaids what day it was. 
Tennie Claflin (Lady Cook) and Victoria 
Woodhull (Mrs. Biddulph Martin) also gave 
receptions, which were crowded. Then 
there was a gathering of American turnouts 
in Hyde Park, which astonished the Brit- 
ishers, and a dinner of the American So- 
ciety in the evening, at which there were 
spontaneous ebullitiong . of patriotism 
mixed with displays of sympathy for the 
unfortunate islanders, who have no Fourth 
of July, One dispatch says: 

It is a notable and significant fact that Amer- 
ica’s national holiday never before attained so 
much. attention and complimentary recognition 
at the hands of the English people. Most Lon- 
doners knew this year what the day commem- 
orates and confess their knowledge in an amus- 
ing spirit of tolerance which is refreshing and 
inoffensive. American flags are more numerous 
on London buildings and streets today than the 
union’ jack, and the references to the anni- 
versary in the pres¢ are genial and free from 
bitterness. Americans for the first time, in- 
deed, are able to feel that they can give expres- 
sion to their patriotism in London without giv- 
ing offense to British pride. 


Paris was hardly behind London in cele- 
brating. The members of the American 
Chamber of Commerce gave a banquet, af 
which large numbers of Americans were in 
attendance to entertain as guests three or 
four members of the French Cabinet, many 
other French notables, as well as all the 
Presidents of the foreign chambers of com- 
merce in the city. The Count and Countess 
de Castellane set the pace with a magnifi- 
cent private reception. In Berlin there 
were many official celebrations, among them 
those by Ambassador Uhl and Consul-Gen- 
eral De Kay. These were largely attended 
and there was wealth of fireworks, speeches, 
music, beer; and Gemtithlichkeit. In addi- 
tion to these events numerous. American 
ladies gave balls in the evening, and many 
Germans hung out the Stars and Stripes 
from their houses. In far-away Buda- 
Pesth a banquet and concert were given 
for the American visitors to the Hungarian 
millennial festivities, and the Hungarian 
Premier made a speech in which he gave 
enthusiastic expression to Hungary’s love 
for America.

Wherever 
there is an American there is a celebration,

The eonversion of George H. Quinlan, 
City Treasurer of Evanston, to the cause of 
Ballington Booth’s American Volunteers is 
a notable achievement for that company of 
evangelists.

The 550 millions of gold would go out of 
circulation at once, and most of it would go 
out of the country in payment of American 
bonds held abroad sent home forsale. Gold 
worth 100 cents per dollar would refuse to 
circulate with free coinage silver worth only 
560 cents. There would be as many silver 
dollars as now, but each of them would have 
only the business value or purchasing power 
of the bullion it contained, or Half its pres- 
ent power. It now circulates at double the 
value of its bullion. The greenbacks and 
national bank notes would be worth only the 
hard money they were redeemed in, which 
would be free silver worth 50 cents in gold. 
There would be just as many paper dollars 
as before and yet only half as much money, 
as money is only worth what it will buy. 
If it will buy nothing it is worthless. <A 
nickel is only worth half as much asa dime. 
Calling it a dime won’t makeitone. A nickel 
bears about the same relation to a dime that 
a free silver dollar would to a gold dollar— 
half its value. 

The free silver program would begin by 
expelling gold from circulation, which would 
reduce the number of dollars of currency 
from 1,700 millions to 1,119 ‘millions. By 
shrinking the value of the silver and paper 
dollars one-half it would cut down the 
amount of money measured on a gold basis 
or purchasing power to 569% millions—mak- 
ing an awful contraction of the money in 
circulation.

Result of the Mayor’s Conference Ap- 
proved by the Council, | 

The text of the agreement reached between 
the Mayor and Mr. Louderback yesterday 
afternoon and approved by the Council last 
night, as above recorded, is published be- 
low. After the afternoon agreement was 
reached the Mayor said: | | 
“TI am a happy man after the hardest 
week’s work I have ever done. The city is 
made a partner in this enterprise and I feel 
we have made a good bargain.

The agreement reached at the conference

** This agreement.made by and between the 
Union Elevated railroad company and the 
Union Consolidated Elevated railway com- 
pany of the one part and the City of Chicago 
of the other part, witnesseth: That, 


the City Council of the City of Chicago 
passed an ordinance granting certain privi- 
leges to said Union Consolidated Elevated 
railway company,among which was the right 
to construct, maintain, and operate for fifty 
years an elevated railroad in Van Buren 
street and in Market street in said ¢ity, as 
a part of a proposed “ loop line,’’ so-called, 
on a portion of said streets and on portions

Statement of Compensation. 


* Now, therefore, in consideration that the 
said Mayor of said city shall notiveto said 
ordinance, but that he shall approve the 
same, subject to the provisions of this agree- 
ment, and in further consideration of the 
sum of $1 to said railroad companies paid 
by said city, the receipt whereof is hereby 
acknowledged, the said railroad cothpanies 
for themselves and their successors and as- 
signs, jointly and severally, covenant and 
agree. with said city as follows: 

“Said railroad companies and their re- 
spective successors and assigns, and who- 
ever shall control and operate the said loop 
line or be in receipt of or be entitled \to re- 
ceive the tolls, income, rents, issues, and 
profits thereof shall pay to gaid city semi- 
annually on the first days of August and of 
February in each year during the term of 
said ordinance after the year 1896, In| addi- 
tion’ to any and all payments expressly by 
said ordinance or by any other ordinance 
of said city required, a proportionate amount 
as hereinafter stated of such tolls, income, 
‘rents, issues, and profits, after making a de- 
duction therefrom at the rate of $250,000 a 
year on account of the interest charge 
against said loop line, before computing said 
proportionate amount. Said tolls, incomes, 
rents, issues, and profits, within the meaning 
of this agreement, shall not include the ex- 
penses of maintenance and operation of said 
loop line (including taxes) which are all 
understood to be exclusively payable by cer- 
tain other corporations proposing to use sald 
loop line, although so payable through said 
railroad companies or one of them. 


How Payments Shall Be Made. 


“From satd tolls, income, rents, issues, 
and profits, within the meaning of this agree- 
ment, a deduction shall be made semi-an- 
nually at the rate of $250,000 per annum, to 
cover interest charge as aforesaid, and upon 
or out of the amount from time to time re- 
maining (which remaining amount shall, for 
convenience, under this agreement be desig- 
nated as ‘gross receipts’ of said loop Jine), 
payments shall be made to said city of the 
following percentages—viz.: |

Provisions of Other Clauses. | 

[The next clauses provide that payment 
shall be made to the City Controller based 
on gross receipts for the half:year ending 
June 30 and Dec. 81 preceding the date of 
payment, reports and payments to be made 
on a basis of minimum gross receipts. Reg- 
ular statements are to be made to the Con- 
troller, and he shall have accegs to the books 
of the companieg. No assignment of rights 
by the company shall affect the right of the 
city to receive its percentages. In case of 
default in payment for thirty days allrights 
and -privileges under the ordinance shall 
cease and determine at the election of} the 
city, and the structure on Van Buren and 
Market streets may be removed; but this 
declaration of forfeiture may be avoided 
by the payment of the full amount in| de- 
fault, with interest. The city isexcused from 
the obligation to sue for compensation due, 
governing forfeitures and waivers, defining 
the route of the loop line, and prescribing 
rules for repaving Buren street between 
Wabash avenue and Halsted street.]

New York, July 6.—[Special.}—The secrecy 
with which the evidence is being taken in the 
suit at Tunkhannock, Pa., against the Gould 
heirs, brought by ‘Mrs. Sarah Ann Angel, 
who claims to. be the widow of Jay Gould, 
was carefully observed until about two days 
ago.

SEYERE SENTENCE FOR HAZING CADET 


Foy Is Made to Suffer for Inflicting a 
Hardship on Prentiss—Made Him Do 
“Quickstep” and “ Spread BKagle.” 


New York, July 6.—{Special.}—An pone: 
of hazing has started at the United States 
Military Academy and Col. Oswald H. Ernst, 
Superintendent of West Point, has adopted 
stern measures to suppress it. 

Cadet Foy, a member of the third class, is 
the first victim of Col. Ernst’s crusade 
against this custom. The “plebes” or 
beasts,” as they are dubbed in West Point 
nomenclature, reported for duty at the 
academy two weeks ago and went into camp 
on Wednesday. On last Friday afternoon 
Lieut. Dyer, chief instructor in artillery 
tactics, who was officer in charge, was walk- 
ing through the cadet camp. When passing 
the tent occupied by Cadet Foy of Alabama 
he heard some unusual noise. Without at- 
tracting any attentioh he entered the tent. 

He found Cadet Foy stretched on the tent 
floor, while standing up before him in strict 
military attitude, eyes centered on an im- 
aginery point, knees close together, and toes 
pointed at an angle of forty-five degrees, was 
Cadet Prentiss, his face red as a ball’of fire 
and reeking with perspiration. Prentiss had 
been hazed so unmercifully that when Lieut. 
Dyer entered he was speechless, and in an- 
other moment would have fallen from ex- 
haustion. 

Lieut. Dyer learned that for an hour, al- 
most without interruption, Foy had made 
Prentiss perform the ‘“quickstep” and 
the “*‘ spread eagle ’’ movement. 

Lieut. Dyer immediately placed Foy in ar- 
rest and reported the occurrence to Col. 
Ernst. He directed that the offender be 
placed in confinement for one year, be de- 
prived of all his privileges, including his 
three months’ leave next summer. 

It is the severest sentence ever admin- 
istered to a cadet and is a warning that Col. 
Ernst will tolerate no hazing. 


SATOLLI'S SUCCESSOR 1S UNCERTAIN 


Catholic Prelates Doubt the Report of 
the Selection of: Falconio as 
Papal Ablegate.

NEW TRIAL REFUSED EISENHEIMER 


Constitutionality of the Indetermin- 
ate Sefitence Law Is Argued. 

For the first time in the Criminal Court 
the constitutionality of the indeterminate 
sentence law was argued yesterday. 
The argument was made by Attorney John 
F, Geeting in support of a motion for a new 
trial for James EHisenheimer, recently con- 
victed of manslaughter before Judge Stein. 

‘Attorney Geeting attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the law 6n the ground that any 
person charged with crime is entitled to be 
tried-and have punishment fixed, if found 
guilty, by a judicial branch of the govern- 
ment. It was the opinion of the attorney 
that the persons hearing all the evidence 
were better.qualified to pass upon the merits 
of the case and fix the punishment than any 
Board of Penitentiary Commissioners, which 
hearg no evidence.

ART FURNITURE RIVALS. 


TWO EXHIBITS OF LATE DESIGNS 
OPEN ON WABASH AVENUE. 


Almost Every Manufacturing ; Cen- 
ter in the United States Except 
Grand Rapids Now Represented— 
That Town Likely to Send a Display 
—Both Expositions May Be Made 
Permanent—Dreams in the Way of 
Brass Beds. : 


Two rival furniture expositions within half 
a mile of each other opened their doors yes- 
terday morning in Wabash avenue, «There 
is a probability that both will be made per- 
manent. 

Almost every furniture center in the Unit- 
ed States is represented with the exception 
of Grand Rapids. That city, too, may have 
‘displays later. Nothing like the exhibits of 
fine and medium furniture has been seen in 
this city since the Fair. Some of the feat- 
ures of the present show surpass even the 
ones seen there. , 

One Chicago firm alone has 2,200 different 
styles of chairs on exhibition, mostly for the 
better class of the trade, and there are other 


| exhibits almost as large. 


Cc. F. Manahan, Secretary of the Furniture 
Manufacturers’ Association, is manager of 
the exhibition which is being held in the 
Furniture Manufacturers’ Building near Six- 
teenth street. The object of both exposi- 
tions is to make it easier for retail dealers 
to see and compare different lines and styles 
of furniture from distant parts of the coun- 
try. 

Heretofore retail dealers have been obliged 
to spend four or five days in Chicago in order 
to buy what is termed a “ mixed” car of 
furniture. Most of the large factories lo- 
cated here’ turn out one or two lines of 
goods, and as the factories are widely scat- 
tered throughout the city it was a difficult 
task to order an assorted stock. The diffi- 
culty was still greater when the dealer 
bought outside of Chicago. 

Chicago is the furniture center of the 
United States, and the local manufacturers 
think it nothing more than a convenience to 
the trade that the convention should be lo- 
cated here: Buyers are already present from 
almost every State from California to Maine. 
The tendency is toward more conservative 
buying for the fall trade, and the dealers do 
not look for a boom till after election. Trade, 
it is said, is on a safer basis now and stocks 
are reasonably low. 

Chicago Well Represented. 


Eighty firms are exhibiting im the Furnit- 
ture Manufacturers’ Building and about 


fifty in the new Studebaker Building, near 


Harrison street. About half of the firms are 

from Chicago, and it is expected the number 

+ hove be largely increased in the next few 
ays. ! 

The catering to popular fads is noticeable 
in the new designs. -The Delft craze has at- 
tacked even the modern brass bedstead. A 
Chicago firm, which has a!most 100 different 
styles of brass and enameled iron bedsteads 
on exhibition, has brought out a highly- 
wrought bed of brass,“with numerous Delft 
panels framed in the hexud and foot. An- 
other new style by the same firm has been 
nicknamed by the designer the ‘‘ Gilmore's 
Band Bed,” because of the resemblance of 
the ornamental brass tubing to a tangle of 
musical instruments. 

The decoration of high-topped brass beds 
with expensive tapestries is becoming popu- 
lar, and some handsonie designs are shown. 
The brass beds with canopy tops are most 
popular in the South. 

Manufacturers are thanking the hotels for 
the popularity of the brass beds in the coun- 
try towns. The ‘hotels in the cities first 
adopted them for reasons of cleanliness, and 
the country people who slept in them at the 
hotels bought them because they supposed 
they were the style in the city. After the 
country people began to take to them the 
manufacturers turned out mere expensive 
designs for city trade, and the fad has now 
spread to every corner of the Union, It is 
‘one of the few cases known of a style spread- 
ing from the villages to the cities. 

Another new style of bed which will be put 
on exhibition in the Manufacturers’ Building 
is the silver bed, which will be brought out 
in honor of the convention. It isin the same 
style as the brass bed, but the frames are 
heavily plated with silver. 


Novelties in Chairs. 


The chair exhibit in the same building has 
many new and pretty designs, some of which 
were shown yesterday for the first time. 
A Flemish chair; upholstered in embossed 
leather is one of the-new ones. 

A curiosity of the chair exhibit is a line up- 
holstered in high colors for the country 
trade, especially for the small towns of In- 
diana, where the people are said to have an 
unusual desire for loud-colored furniture. 
Some new designs in black walnut chairs 
are shown. There is said still to be consider- 
able demand for: furniture in this wood, 
mostly in the South. 

The American manufacturers have almost 
driven the Austrian bentwood furniture from 
the market, by substituting oak and several 
other American woods. There is a good ex- 
hibit, however, of the imported goods in the 
Manufacturers’ Building. 

The exposition in the Studebaker Building 
is in charge of P. D. Francis. It covers two 
floors ofthe building. While there is a con- 
siderable number of exhibits of high-priced 
furniture more attention is paid to the cheap- 
er grades. There is a large display of fine 
upholstered furniture, and some of the de- 
signs, inlaid: in brass and pearl, are new to 
the trade. 

Among the ¢uriosities of the exhibit in 
the Manufacturers’ Building is an Indian 
bed, which shows sonie of the strange ef- 
fects of civilization on the American savage. 
The ends of the bed are made from the split 
crotches of a large tree, and are ornamented 
with crude imitations of human hearts and 
the cross. A “‘star of Bethlehem”’ is

COMBINE TO DEPRESS CLARK STREET. 


Ratliroads Have Plans to Solwe the 
Sixteenth Street Crossing Problem 
That Do Not Meet Favor.

There is said to be a combination among the 
railroads crossing at Sixteenth street to se- 
cure the depression of Clark street almost 
eleven feet as a way out of the crossing 
problem. 

As it is figured out by the railroad engi- 
neers, sinking that thoroughfare 10.66 feet 
would do away with further trouble. It 
would make it possible to have three other 
track grades’ at that place. The Santa Fé 
and Western Indiana tracks could be de- 
pressed the same distance by that program. 
The Rock Island and Lake Shore tracks 
would be elevated enough to pass ‘over the 
first, and the St; Charles Airline, passing 
east and west, would be raised on a steel 
structure twenty-seven feet in the air. 

* This would enable the roads to cross one 
another without doubt,’’ said Ald. O'Neill, 
Chairman of the Track Elevation committee, 
*‘but it is considering the matter from but 
one standpoint. The people would not sub- 


mit to sinking Clark street below city datum, 


and neither would the Council. 

‘*Col. Ellers’ scheme to throw the St. 
Charles Airline twenty-seven feet in the air 
would practically fence in the district, and 
the people don’t want a landscape of freight 
cars always between them and the other half 
of both sky and city.”’ < 

The railroad engineers have been invited 
into a conference with Ald. O'Neill's commit- 
tee on Wednesday afternoon and will then 
submit their plans in full.

CONDUCTORS AND STARTERS ORGANIZE,

Form an Association for Mutual 
Protection and Improvement. 


For the second time the 3,000 elevator con- 
ductors in Chicago have organized for mu- 
tual protection. Three years ago an organ- 
ization known as the Elevator Starters’ and 
Conductors’ Benevolent Association was in- 
corporated, purposing to secure city legis- 
lation looking to the licensing of all elevator 
employés and by united effort securing a 
reduction in hours and uniformity in wages.
